HR OFFICIAL BULLETIN NR. 529 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS 
NEWINGTON, CT., APRIL 3, 1975 

TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT.: 


The FCC has announced that amateurs within its jurisdiction will 
be permitted* to use special call sign prefixes during calendar year 
1975 as a part of the bicentennial observance. The plan is completely 
voluntary and requires only the exchange of existing prefixes for 
specified prefixes in the block AA through AL. Stations with pre- 
fixes beginning with WA will use AA, WB will use AB, W will use AC, 

K will use AD, and WN will use AK. Complete details will apear in 
May QST. The use of these special prefixes is not permitted until 
January 1, 1976, and amateurs are cautioned not to beging using 
them prematurely. AR.

TWO METERS ANYONE? 


Without a doublt in my mind, I would say that today one of the 
fastest growing aspects of Amateur radio is 2 meter F.M. 

Since having just recently been bitten by the bug, I've heard a 
lot of questions from newcomers to 2 M. FM relative to what fre- 
quencies should I be equipped for. 

The ideal situation as far as frequency availability is con- 
eerned, is to go out and invest quite a large sum of money in a syn- 
thesized rig that will cover nearly any frequency. But there are a 
great many of us that don't have a financial situation that would 
permit this. 

_ So the next best thing we can do is to try to get erystals for 
our less expensive rigs that will give us maximum usage... 

This depends a great deal on what we intend to use 2M. FM for. 
Are we going to use it primarily for mobile work, or mainly for base 
station gear, or a combination of both? 

Then another question arises, are we going to want to operate 
Simplex (that 1s transmit and receive on the same frequency) or are 
we looking forward to confining most of our activity to repeater 
operation? 

An important point to take into consideration is dollar cost 
plus enjoyment received. This being in reference mainly to repeater 
operations. You must keep in mind that repeaters are expensive 
machines to get into operation and they require constant expendi- 
tures for maintenance and operation. So if you are going to use 
repeaters extensively, you will probably be expected to contribute 
financially to their sponsors, whomever that may be. 

In this area we are fortunate to have access to several repeat- 
ers and also have a huge amount of stations that operate simplex. 

So assuming that you decide to purchase some 2 M. FM gear, the 
question naturally arises, "What crystals shall I purchase that I 
will get the most use from?" 

Along these lines of course its up to the individual. However, 
there are a couple of things I would like to point to, speaking in 
my capacity as Emergency Coordinator and also as Secretary of the 
Gloucester County Amateur Radio Club. 

1. The Gloucester County Amateur Radio Emergency Corps oper~ 
ates a net on 147.24 Mhz.,, which is also the clubs intercom fre- 
quency. So I would like to see you have this frequency available. 

2. The newest repeated in this area is the Barnsboro machine 
that operates on 147.78 Mhz. input and 147.18 Mhz. output. So it 
you want to work the local repeater, this is the frequency you 
will need. 

3. 146.52 Mhz. simplex is the National Calling Frequency, so it 
would be nice to have these capabilities. 

Other simplex frequencies that are used extensively in this area 
are 146.55 and 146.58 Mhz. 

Popular repeaters are the Wilmington machine on 146.13 in and 
irs out, Valley Forge 146.16 in and 146.76 out, Blackwood 146.22 in 
and 146.82 out and Radnor 147.66 1n and 147.06 out, and many more. 

So if your considering 2 M. FM, good luck and hope to hear 
you soon.

HAM SHACK by Bob Spain, WB2RVE 


The club hamshack project is pregressing along well--donations 
of equipment continue coming in, with some equipment still needed. 
Some of these needed include: low-pass filter--clock--Logbooks-=- 
operating aids, coax switches, the club board has given approval to 
the project--we are now waiting for confirmation from the city. 

The following suggested hamshack rules are offered, by request 
of the board. 


1. No horseplay or disorderly conduct. 

2. A "no~lone zone" exists in the hamshack. Whenever the station is 
in operation, the operator should be accompanied by another in- 
dividual, not necessarily a club member. This policy exists to 
ensure the health and safety of the operator. 

3. Upon leaving the station, make sure ali power to equipment is 
turned off, and all doors are closed and locked. <All burners on 
the range must be off. 

4, Make sure all contacts and calls are clearly logged, including your 
call letters (operator) and signature. 

5. Clean-up any cups or dishes you may have used, including coffee- 
pot. 

6. Please have your operator's license on your person when using the 
Club station--the FCC requires this. 

7. While the club license trustee may be an extra class--you are 
limited to the frequencies and emissions authorized by your 
operator's license. . : 

8. Be sure to note any equipment failures or problems and initial 
the entry. 

9. Immediately cease operations if notified of TVI/BCI, unless a 
bona-fide declared civil emergency exists. Note all interfer-~ 
ance complaints in the log and take steps to notify the TVI 
committee or house committee chairman. 

10. Obesy all FCC rules and reguiations--a copy of the latest rules 
is available on the station. 

11. Do not disturb any other residents of the building.
